2. Means as claimed in claim 1 wherein 
the tool comprises a handle carrying the 
gripping members and means including a . 
plunger passing through the handle for 
causing -the gripping members to close to- 30 
gether. ... 

3. Means as claimed in claim 1 or 2 
wherein The tool is provided above the 
gripping members^with a disc adapted to 

fit inside the spinning, box so as to guide 35 
the gripping members Into engagement 
with the upright portion.
